The nature of one's work and the amotint of time spent at work 
have been viewed as important determinants of leisure and 
recreation behavior. Leisure is traditionally viewed as a 
residual of time left "free" from one's occupational duties. 
Behavior and value patterns are related to the stratification 
system and prestige associated with various leisure pursuits. 
The use of time is the topic for several articles. As more 
"free" time becomes available to people and as the ethic of 
one's rights to enjoy his/her career in the work world gains 
greater acceptance.
